Crowds milled about the streets in front of the newspa¬ 
per offices, reading brief news bulletins posted on the win 
dows. Newspaper telephones rang incessantly as sub 
scribers begged for stray bits of news. 

A messenger boy carrying exchanges from the post- 
office to one of the Butte newspapers was stopped by 
people on the street who offered as high as 50 cents a 
copy for the privilege of reading one of his papers. 

These things or worse, would happen in any city of 
this country, in like circumstances. Life would be made 
perilous. Business and orderly routine would suffer im¬ 
measurable harm and violence. Bedlam would break 
loose. 

What the American press contributes to organized so¬ 
ciety as a regulator of thought and conduct is* little jin- 
derstood or appreciated by the rank and file. There are 
stupid men in certain communities, sometime^ posing as 
local leaders, who do not hesitate to break the usefulness 
Of their newspapers at every opportunity. They set up 
such trashy substitutes as shopping give-away advertis¬ 
ing sheets, silly radio contraptions which can only dis¬ 
tribute news bulletins, at best, though claiming all of the 
rights of the free press, and otherwise seek to embarrass 
responsible journals of real news and honest opinion. 

Harry Chandler, publisher of Los Angeles Times, not 
long ago said: “Take away‘the newspapers, and this coun 
try of ours would become a Scene of chaos:” That is lit¬ 
erally true.—Printer and Publisher.

In some districts the agricultural fairs are still main¬ 
tained, but many rural areas have given up the adult 
gatherings, and have concentrated interest and energies 
on the children’s school fairs. In an agricultural country 
where all life is centred in the soil, it seems fitting that 
there should be some recognition of this fact, in com¬ 
munity events. A great proportion of the young people 
will earn their livelihood directly from the soil, and it is 
well that their interest in a nd knowledge of farm pro¬ 
ducts should be encouraged, at an early age. Those who 
promote (he rural school fairs are instilling an intelligent 
interest in the most fundamental element of Western life. 
They are also fostering an honest pride in the produc¬ 
tiveness of the district. " f 

• It is singular that the school fair idea, has not flourish¬ 
ed continuously in T Vulcan. There have been several 
attempts, but despite the success of the events, there has 
not been sufficient conviction or co-operation to carry 
them through from year to year. And the district loses 
something in community solidarity thereby. 

This year for example, there has been almost unpar¬ 
alleled success with growing things. Flowers, vegetable 
gardens and live stock have all thrived. And if the choice 
products from farms and town gardens could have been 
assembled, the result would have been a glowing tribute 
to the generosity of nature and the industry of man. If 
some of the well bred animals, which children are caring 
for on the farms, could have been exhibited and judged, a 
much greater interst in that phase of agriculture would 
result. If the handwork of the students over the school 
year could have been placed on exhibition, the parents 
would form a much clearer idea of a part of school accom 


He said: “We can expect a lot more of this sort of thing 
unless young men are put to work or allowed to enter 
educational institutions. Our youth will become demoral¬ 
ized and degenerate.” 

In the second instance, he brought down a storm of 
wrath in his remarks regarding a young man who was 
short in his funds, some $2500.00. He said: “As the Court 
of Appeal has held the term of eighteen months is a prop 
er sentence for a theft of $284,177.18, what would be the 
proper sentence for this man ?

But in case of theft, there are considerations of 
dire need, and of those who have been made to suffer by 
the theft. The amount of suffering caused to others 
would seem to be a just basis on which to pronounce sen¬ 
tences.

in recalling the clothes which wo¬ 
men wore in the nineties, one can 
have a fair indication of what hus 
happened the cotton markets and 
why. A story of the progress and 
decline of King Cotton, is told in a 
current Saturday Evening Post. An 
incident of the story touches on the 
trousseau required for a bride of 
the early nineties. Those tvbo are 
old enough, can recall the amount of 
material used in each identical gar¬ 
ment.* As there were no synthetic 
silk fabrics at that time, everything 
was of cotton. 

An item of the popular shirt waist 
alone is so significant. Nine yards 
ol material was required for a shirt 
waist, three yards for eagh sleeve, 
and three yards for the body. Shirt 
waists must be provided in numbers, 
and the moderately well equipped 
nride had at least a dozen plain ones 
—over 100 yards of cotton material. 

No lady felt dressed without wear¬ 
ing at least three petticoats of cam¬ 
bric at the one time. These were 
trimmed with insertion and embroid¬ 
ery and the distance round the hem 
was four and a half yards. These 
were full length affairs, and a dress-.

Canada is the second greatest pro¬ 
ducer of gold in the world. It has 
increased from d4000 ounces in 1858 
to 2,095,000 ounces in 1931. 

South Africa is still the leader 
amongst gold . producing countries 
gud has been since 1905* United 
States fell back to third place in 
1930. 

Gold is found in every province pf 
Canada except P.E.l. and Ontario 
accounts for 78 per cent, of the out¬ 
put. 

Gold took lead over coal in 1931 
as the rhost valuable mineral produc 
tion of Canada. 

Placer mining has given way to 
ore mining, wnich is the main source 
of the present day. 

The only industrial use of the met¬ 
al at present, apart from ornamental 
use is for gold pens and teeth fitting;- 

ln 182.1 Canada’s first gold discov¬ 
eries were made at the Chaudiere 
River, Quebec. But it was 26 years 
before there was any gold conscious 
ness in Canada. This followed as a 
result of the Californian and Aus¬ 
tralian gold rushes, and at that time 
Bv.C. became a centre of interest. 
Nova Scotia saw gold discovery in 
1862, but by 1895 the chief gold prov 
ince was B.C. 

In 1890 the Klondyke strike open¬ 
ed the Yukon territory and in the teh 
years preceding 1905, the Yukon 
turned out one hundred million in 
gold. 

In 1909 and 1912, the discoveries 
at the Porcupine in Northern Ontar¬ 
io, placed Ontario definitely on the 
basis of a great gold producer. Then 
Quebec also entered the field and 
Manitoba is the most recent. 

South Africa contributes‘53.5 per 
cent, of the world’s total gqld; Can¬ 
ada 10.13; UJS. slightly less and Rus¬ 
sia and Australia following.

In the matter of improved roads,

| improved gravel or hard surface 
ioaUs. in Manitoba one farm in every 
I six is on gravel or hard surface, in 
Saskatchewan one in 38 is so situated 

In the matter of waterworks, Al¬ 
berta has still a long way to go. it 
is realized tnat no greater need ex¬ 
ists in the home, and particularly m 
the rural home ' than to have water 
piped io tile kitchens. , Pumping and 
carrying heavy parts of water, have 
shortened many a woman’s life on 
ihe farm. In this province one kitch¬ 
en on iti farms is equipped with run¬ 
ning water in kitchen. In Saskatcn- 
evyan one in 71 farms is so equipped, 
while in Manitoba one farm in 54 
lias - water piped to the kitchen, 
through all Canada the ratio is one 
in Sti, 

In the matter of electric light, one 
in every 41 farms in Alberta in Al- 
beita is equipped; in Manitoba one 
in 28 and in Saskatchewan one in 84. 
'tiie number of farms electrically 
equipped has doubled since 1921, 
with the big increase in Ontario. 

Alberta has one telephone for ev¬ 
ery 5.86 farms. This is fewer than 
in 1921. In Saskatchewan there is a 
pnone lor every 2.9 farms, and in 
Manitoba one for every 28 farms. 

Radios are on one farm in every 
*..63-. This is the same as Saskatche¬ 
wan and Manitoba. 

And in cars Alberta stands fourth ' 
of tiie provinces of Canada, with one 
car to every 2.27 farms.
